Crewkerne artist inspired 
by Somerset landscape 


PROFILE 


CREWKERNE-based artist Simon Casson has just fin¬ 
ished a period as artist in residence at Forde Abbey 
and is now exhibiting in Bath. 

Born in York, he was raised in Zambia but went to 
sixth form in Exeter. His parents lived in both 
Seaborough and Merriott and he developed a love 
of the West Country. 

Simon says he finds the landscape here is much 
older compared to Yorkshire or Cumbria and partic¬ 
ularly loves the orchards in North Perrott and the 
coppiced willows, very distinct to the area. 

Also a keen cricketer, Simon plays for Hinton St 
George as an all-rounder and was once awarded a 
trophy for the most outrageously bad catch. 

A Royal Academy gold medal winner, he gradu¬ 
ated with first class honours in his bachelor of arts 
for fine art at Exeter before going onto St Martins to 
gain a diploma in printmaking and his master's de¬ 
gree at the RA. He has worked both as an illustrator 
for an advertising agency and a printer for fine art 
prints and teaches part time. 

In the 1990s he had a show of the more abstract 
work he was producing at the time at the Mall Gal¬ 
leries in London where HRH Prince Charles opened 
the show and bought a piece, saying he wanted it 
all. 

Simon explained:"! was at Forde Abbey because 
Julian and Alice saw my work and it went from there. 
It is an interesting place because, even though it has 
changed functions, it is rarity in that it hasn't been 
destroyed. Being there put me in a position to gear 
some of my work around it, referencing the Abbey 
in my landscapes. 

"One of the key points in my life was when I be¬ 
came aware of art at the age if 10.1 was taken to the 
National Gallery and shown paintings for the first 
time; the leopards in "The Titian" really caught my 
eye. 

"Art wasn't treated as a subject at secondary 
school. It wasn't until I was at sixth form I realised it 
was an area I could develop. I've always been inter¬ 
ested in artists with a post-modernist approach and 
became aware of various language facets in paint¬ 
ing. 



"Because my work has an eclectic component, it 
doesn't operate on a single event. The use of colour 
references the old cartoon drawing methodology of 
classical painting. I always prefer oil because there is 
a certain amount of flexibility and I like the surface 
quality. 

"My morning ritual is a short commute across the 
back yard to my studio where I put together my re¬ 
search sections, I leave mid-afternoon to do more re¬ 
search. I will put a painting away and go back to it 
but keep my pallet alive so it is an organic process. 

"The internet has changed the way we look at re¬ 
search and when I am producing a piece of work, I 
am always aware of this alternative element of 
knowledge but you can't really sell art on the inter¬ 
net, it can't give you that visual impact. You have to 
be in the physical presence of a painting to see the 
light properly. 

"When I was younger, I lived near Wakefield and re¬ 
member seeing Henry Moore sculptures arriving in 
big trucks, looking liked caged animals. When they 
were loaded on to the landscape, suddenly Henry 
Moore made sense and I understood the emotional 
aspect of what his work was about. 

"Currently I am looking at old Somerset and have 
been looking up references to dialogue, it's taken 
me 10 years of wandering around to research. I took 
a book out of the library that hadn't been taken out 
in 60 years, that's one of the wonderful things about 
libraries, they have these little treasures."

CREWKERNE Radio Car Club 
wants to get up and running quickly 
but has a rather large obstacle to 
shift before things can really start 
moving.

Time is running 
out if he is to get the club established 
before the rent kicks in. 

He explained: “I want to run this 
as a non-profit venture with any 


money being ploughed back into the 
club. The track needs to be com¬ 
pacted mud or clay and would be off 
road with jumps and bumps. 

“This would be really good for 
Crewkerne - it teaches kids about 
electro mechanics and about running 
their own little race team with a pit 
of three or four other people. 

“There is a track at Tiverton which 
is known all around the country and 
I have had a chat with them and they 
are keen to link our two clubs. 


“Race days are usually on a Sun¬ 
day but I would also like to run a 
couple of evenings in the week.” 

Mr Guppy pointed out that the 
club was only open to radio con¬ 
trolled cars, not petrol ones as they 
make too much noise.

Cut 
the squeezed fruit into large chunks and add these to the 
preserving pan or bucket. 

2. Put the caster sugar in a separate pan with 1.5 litres water 
and bring to the boil. Reduce the heat and simmer, stirring 
constantly, until all the sugar has dissolved. Pour the syrup 
over the flowers, cover and leave for 24 hours. 

3. Strain the liquid through clean muslin, pour into 
sterilised bottles

Curried Scotch Eggs 

The key to a good Scotch egg lies in leaving the 
yolk creamy rather than totally hard boiled 

Ingredients 

8 fresh free-range eggs 
400g coarse ground pork mince, 
made from the belly and 
shoulder 

125g streaky bacon, rind 
removed and finely chopped 
1 tsp ground black pepper 
1 tsp mild curry powder 
Flour, for dusting 
250g fresh breadcrumbs 
Sunflower oil, for deep-frying 

Method 

1. To boil the eggs, put 6 into a pan of cold water and bring 
to the boil. Boil for 4 minutes, then plunge into cold water 
for another 4 minutes. Peel immediately and set aside. 

2. Mix the mince, bacon, pepper and curry powder in a large 
bowl. Season, dust your hands with the flour and pick up 
about 50g of mince. Flatten the mix in your right hand and, 
with your left, grab an egg and wrap the mince around it 
until it is fully encased. Repeat for all 6 eggs. 

3. Beat the remaining eggs and roll each Scotch egg in the 
remaining flour, then dip in the egg and roll in the bread¬ 
crumbs. 

4. If you have a deep-fat flyer, set it to 160°C. If not, fill a deep 
pan two-thirds full with oil and put over a medium heat for 
5 minutes. Test the oil by adding a cube of bread. If the bread 
turns golden after a minute, you are good to go. Fry the eggs 
in batches of 3 for about 10 minutes, until the coating is 
golden brown. Cool completely on kitchen paper before 
packing 
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1. Put the diced cucumber, onion, tomatoes, olives and feta 
into a bowl. Toss in the lettuce. Whisk the dressing ingredi¬ 
ents and plenty of seasoning together. 

2. Shake the ingredients for the dressing together and pour 
over the Greek salad to serve

Chocolate and Raspberry Cake - Drizzle melted 
chocolate over the cake and carefully arranging 
raspberries and pink marshmallows on top 


Ingredients 

250g butter, softened, plus extra 
250g self-raising flour 
1 tsp baking powder 
225g drinking chocolate powder 
250g light soft brown sugar 
4 eggs, lightly beaten 
3 tbsp milk 

200g frozen berries (raspberries, 
blackberries and blueberries) 

For decoration 

200g white chocolate, broken up 
Fresh raspberries 
Small pink marshmallows 
Candles 

Method 

1. Preheat the oven to 180°C/fanl60°C/gas 4. Grease 
and base line a 30cm x 20cm cake tin. Sift the flour, bak¬ 
ing powder and drinking chocolate into a large bowl. 

2. In another bowl, cream the butter and sugar together 
until pale and fluffy. Gradually add the eggs, beating 
well after each addition. Add the flour mixture and milk 
and gently mix until combined. 

3. Spoon the cake mixture into the tin and poke in the 
frozen berries. Bake for 45 minutes, covering with a dou¬ 
ble layer of baking paper halfway through to prevent it 
browning too much, until risen and cooked. When you 
press the cake lightly, it should bounce back. Cool in the 
tin slightly, then turn out and cool on a wire rack. 

4. To decorate, put the chocolate into a bowl. Rest the 
bowl over a pan of gently simmering water and leave to 
melt, stirring occasionally. Carefully remove the bowl 
from the saucepan. 

5. Using a teaspoon, drizzle the chocolate in lines across 
the cake. Arrange the berries, marshmallows and can¬ 
dles on top before serving. 



The art of grilling fish 


Grilled fish is a delight, but grilling fish and seafood can seem a bit 
intimidating. Actually, it's not hard at all to get great results. Here 
are some basic tips to get you started: 


• A HOT fire is key. You want to 
cook seafood quickly to retain 
the natural juices and flavor. 

• A CLEAN grill rack is equally 
important. Fish will stick to a 
dirty rack and make turning the 
fish difficult. 

• OIL the rack when the barbe¬ 
cue grill is hot, just before 
you're ready to cook. Also, oil 
the fish whenever possible. Use 
a high-temperature oil, such as 
grape seed, peanut, or plain 
olive oil. 

• SKIN side up or down? Con¬ 
ventional wisdom says to cook 
the skin side first, but doing the 
opposite gives a nicer, crusted 
surface on the non-skin side, 
and the skin helps the fillet 
hold together for turning. The 
result is a moist, more appeal¬ 
ing fillet. Try it and you'll see. 

• FISH will hold together better 
and be less likely to stick if you 
leave it alone during grilling. 
Cook it for the estimated time, 
then try lifting it carefully. 

• A WIDE, thin spatula is essen¬ 
tial for flipping and removing 


fish. Having two close at hand 
is even better. 

• IF you're grilling thin fillets, or 
just want to make life easier, 
you can grill fish and seafood 
in the type of double-sided, 
long-handled grilling rack used 
for hamburgers and steaks. 
There are also specially shaped 
ones made for grilling whole 
fish. 

• A GOOD rule of thumb is to 
grill fish for a total of 10 min¬ 
utes per inch of thickness 
(measured at the thickest 
point.) So if you have a half 
inch thick fillet, grill it for about 
3 minutes on one side, then flip 


it and cook for 2 minutes more. 

• AVOID sugary marinades or 
glazes, especially with thick fil¬ 
lets or whole fish, as the sugars 
can burn and turn bitter before 
the fish is fully cooked. 

• AS with other methods, fish is 
fully cooked when it begins to 
flake and is opaque at the cen¬ 
ter. Some fish, like salmon and 
tuna, are often served while 
still somewhat 'rare', like steak. 

• TUNA, salmon, swordfish, 
halibut, mahi mahi, barra- 
mundi, trout, mackerel, yellow- 
tail, and sea bass are some of 
the best fish to grill.
